The latest round in the politics 


of hunger may have started in 
1967 when the Senate poverty 
subcommittee, chaired by then 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark of Pennsyl* 
vania, found "stark, horrifying 
hunger," in Mississippi. 


And not long after, a special 


committee of private citizens 
concluded after a nine-month 
study: "if you will go look, you 
will find America is a shocking 
place. 


"A thousand people who must 


?o without food for days each 
month 
would 
be shocking," 


wrote a board set up by the Cit- 
izens' Crusade against Poverty. 
"We believe that, in America, 
the number reaches well into 
the millions and we believe that 
the situation is worsening."

CARACAS (AP.) -> Rescuers 


pulled bodies, clothing and parts 
of aft Air France airliner from 
the shark'infested waters of the 
Caribbean today, and said there 
was no hope that any of the 62 
persons reported aboard the big 
jet had survived its plunge into 
the sea Wednesday night. 


By early morning, the bodies 


of 11 women, and nine men had 
been taken from the waters off 
Lfl Gualra port, seven miles 
north of Caracas. 


The search area was in wa- 


ters 100 to 150 feet deep. Divers 
were to go down ;it dawn to seek 
clues to the cause of the crash. 


The Boeing 707 jet crashed 


from 33,000 feet shortly after 
taking off from Caracas on a 
flight from Santiago, Chile, to 


Thursday, DiMer 4, 


Paris, tt had slopped at Lima, 
Peru; Guayaquil, Ecuador; Bo- 
gota, Colombia; and Caracas, 


Air France said 62 persons 


were aboard, including 21 mem* 
bers of the crew and a relief 
crew, 19 passengers who board' 
ed the plane at Caracas, and 22 
other passengers. 


Early today, the nationalities 


of most of the passengers had 
not been established, and it was 
not known whether any U.S. clt* 
teens were aboard.

Some Safety Precautions 
Against Winter's Rigors 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Don't become a statistic 


now that winter's here. Win- 
ter s t o r m s don't have to 
break any records to be kil- 
lers, taking a toll of over 100 
deaths a year in the United 
States. Of these, 33 are due 
to auto accidents, 27 to heart 
attacks brought on by over- 
exertion, 12 to exposure and 
the rest to such causes as 
home fires, carbon monoxide 
poisoning in stalled cars, 
falls on the ice, electrocution 
from downed power lines 
and collapse of buildings. 


In an attempl^to . 


these accidents, 
Bureau stations now issue 
"Watch" bulletins on radio 
and television to alert the 
public that a severe storm 
may be approaching and 
"Warning" bulletins w h e n 
immediate action should be 
taken to protect life and pro- 
perty. When such a bulletin 
is received, you should check 
your flashlights and battery- 
powered radios to make sure 
they are working. 


Be sure you have enough 


fuel to last you through an 
emergency. You should also 
keep a stock of foods that 
require no cooking or refrig- 
eration. During the storm or 
cold snap you should stay 
indoors unless you are in 
good p h y s i c a l condition. 
When you do go out remem- 
ber that several layers of 
loose-fitting, lightweight but 
warm clothing will give you 
the best protection against 
the cold. Mittens, snug at the 
wrists, are w a r m e r than 
finger gloves. 


Your car should be winter- 


ized well before the season 
begins. If possible you should 
avoid traveling alone. Keep 
your tank filled. If a storm 
traps you on the road, you 
should a v o i d overexertion 
and exposure through at- 
tempts to push your car or 
shovel snow. Unless shelter 
is close by, you should re- 
main in your car until help 
arrives. Run the heater spar- 
ingly and only with a window 
partly open downwind. Exer- 
cise by clapping your hands 
and stamping your feet. If it 
gets dark, turn on your

commonly realized," he said. 


He said a statistical study

sexually active, and the consist-
